GREEN FRUIT. 

It may not be amise to remind parents, and all 
those who have the immediate oversight of 
children, that unripe fruit will soon appear in 
our market. It is probable that more childien’s 
lives are destroyed, in the summer, by this cause 
of disease, than almost all others put together. 
Apples, which are shaken from the trees by 
violent winds, or fall prematurely by decay, are 
immediately oataced and b-ought to market; 
the display of them is too tempting to children 
to be withstood; and of course they are purchas- 
ed and eaten. Nothing is more pernicious; and 
yet nothing is more common, than to see children 
and young persona eating this kind of fruit. We 
should think that parents would lay a most 
strict injunction against this indulgence to their 
children. They must, unless they can make up 
their minds to risk their health and their lives.

Mint of the United States. 

The foundation stone of the edifice about to 
be erected, under the provisions of the law for 
extending the Mint establishment, according to 
a plan thereof approved by the president, was 
laid on the morning of the 4th July, at 6 o’clock, 
in the presence of the officers of the Mint and a 
number of distinguished citizens. , 

Within the stone was deposited a package, 
securely enveloped, containing the newspapers 
of the day—a copy of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence—of the Constitution of the United 
States, and of the Farewell Address of General 
Washington; also, specimens of the national coin, 
including one of the very few issued in the year 
1792, and a half disme coined on the morning 
of the 4th, being the first of a new emission of 
that coin, of which denomination none have been 
issued since the year 1805.

MIDDLE DISTRICT BANK. 

Albany July, 3.—The case of the Middle 
District Bank wa most striking illustration of 
the defects of the old system of Banking, and 
of the nevessity of ‘‘refurm'’ in this respect. 
{It affords alse, we think, a strong argument in 
favour of the system which, under a prophotic 
apprebension of the evils of existing defecis, 
was adopied by the last legwlature. 

The capital stock of the Middle District Bank 
wee $403,153 62. Of thie amount, one indivi 
dual held §276,500; or more than two-thirds 
of the whole stock. And this enabled him to 
control all the operations of the bank; and to 
place its facilities in bis own hands, to the eaclu- 
sion of all others. But for this large and pre- 
ponderating subscription, although he received 
hw regular dividends, Ae has not paid a 
Sarthing! 
amount at 5 per cent. interest, payable in 1832, 
the period limited, under the former law, for the 
duration of the charter. One of the conse- 
quences of such a state of things, besides the 
manifest injustice towards such of the stock- 
holders.as had either partly or whully paid in 
their subscriptions, was the power of appropris- 
ting the funds of the bank to his individea! uae: 
a thw he has done, by overdrawing, inde- 
pendently of the above $275,500, to the amount, 
we are infermed, of about §60,000. 

The very unjustifiable manner in which the 
concerns of this bank were conducted—and its 
mnate rottenness, controlled, as it was, by a no- 
minal stockholder, who, instead of contributing 
to its strength and stability, drew continually 
upon its resuurces—aré abundantly exhibited by 
the statement of the commitice appointed by the 
directors to investigate the concerns of the 
bank. The facility with which such a state of 
things was produced and the ease with which 
it was continued, are the proofeto which ve 
allude, of the existence of error and defect 
under the old system. And the advantage 
which we ascribe to the new law, is in the cir- 
cumetance, that with its restrictions, and the 
scrutiny of the commissioners, such a state of 
things could not possibly have arisen. The far- 
ther we push inquiry, and the more practical the 
comparison becomes, the more evident it is that 
change in this instance ip material unprovement.

methods of avoiding those evile, and produced 
several valuable suggestions through your very 
useful paper. I have, bowever, met with no- 
thing as efficacious ae a simple application re 
cagamended to me a few years since by an old 
friend, who had long bestowed pecular care on 
hw orchard. It = prepared as follows: Take 
common soft soap, and dilate it with as much 
urine ae will bring the mixture to about the 
consistence of paint mixed for usc; with this pre- 
ae cover the bodes of the trees, and the 
arger branches as far as they can be conven: 
ently approached, giving a good cuat, and extend 
ing tt down as low as possible. ‘This prepara- 
tron may be read 'y applied to the tree, with a 
mop made of sheep hie, with the wool on, or 
with the common paint brush, and may be in- 
creased to any desirable thickness by repeating 
the covering, after drying a short time, ‘This 
covering will remein much longer than might be 
supposed, as it hardens from the influence of the 
oun end air; some of my trees which received 
@ good coat more than eighteen menths ago, 
yet retain a part of it. When applied to young 
trees of the apple, plum and cherry, it gave to 
the bark all the smoothness and vigor which is 
aires te the water sprout, and gteaily acce.
